Terrible Railway Wreck 
‘Fort Willie. Cet, May 7.—Aboni 
1 o'clock this worning a wreck occur- 
red one and itratt-miles west of Dex- 
ter yeri in which twelve men were 
burnt to -ieach and eight badly wound- 
ed. The doctors of the town wene out 
on the wrecking train from here, but 
received word to return on the piss- 
No, 2, before reaching 


enger train, 
the wreck Dr. Hamilton, the C. P. R. 
surgeon, went op to the wreck 

The cause of the wreck was that one 
of the boakding cars jumped the track; 
going over on its side and another car 
was supposed io have telescoped the 
boardirg car. The car cavght fire and 
the men were shut in with no means 
of escape and were burned to death, 


eighi out of ‘he car oalby being rescued 


by the train crew avo «che men. are 
probably fatally injured. Provision 
is made already for the recciving ‘of 
the inyored at the soitage hospital 
here. 

The scene that presenied itself to 
the more fortermate on the train, who 
hastened to render what assistance 


they could. was appalling im the ex- 
treme, The cries of those confined in 
the burning car were plainiy heard, 
but the fierceness o1 the flames made 
all attempts at rescue abortive. For 
a time & Beemed (hit all the Oc upint, 
of the telescoped car were doomed, 
when by some accident one of them 
fell throug’: « wiadow and he was 
quickiy ‘o)!owed by six or seven others 
ali of whom were fearfully RoE 
ami their recovery is .doubiful 

Che injured were carefully cared for 
by those who escaped unhurt, and 
thought into che hospital here 

iftves very difficuli: so far te geri de- 
tail Chose who accompanied che in- 
jured here can offer no cause for the 
wreck They all agree, however. that 
the vicitms suffered very littie some 
of whom were dead before the flames 
reached them . 

Seven of the imjured men from the 
wreck were brought here on the train, 
For three of the men there is little 
hopes for recevery. Gne of them es- 
caped throavh the end of the burning 


car and is severely burneé sround the 
head and boty, and, it is thouch:, w:il 
not hve many bours 

Tie seve men whe cot our of he
